cording to an announcement 
today by Dr. Arthur F. 

j Corey. state executive secre- 
i tary for the board of direc- 
;tors of the California Teach- 
jers Association, which makes 
'commission appointments, 
i Black will succeed Dr. 
John L. Lombardi of Los An­ 
geles City College and will 
serve as commissioner for 
three years, beginning in .lan- 
uary. 1961. with the possibili­ 
ty of appointment for an ad­ 
ditional H-year term.

"President Black is a dis­ 
tinguished educaltor and an 
expert on junior college edu­ 
cation." Dr. Frederic W. Hile. 
commission executive, stated 
today in commenting upon 
the appointment. "We are de­ 
lighted that he has accepted 
membership on the Commis­ 
sion on Higher Education."

ADMINISTRATORS 
The M-mcmber commission 

is made up of outstanding 
administrators and instruc­ 
tors in various fields from 
publlt and private punior col­ 
leges, colleges, and universi­ 
ties in California. It is headed 
by a chairman designated by 
the CTA state board of direc­ 
tors and meets the fourth Sat­ 
urday of each month at va­ 
rious locations in the state.

The present commissioners 
were orginally chosen from 
140 nominations made by 
prominent California educa­ 
tors and educational organi­ 
zations over a year ago. On 
the basis of intereviews and 
data sheets, the number of 
candidates was resduced to 
sixty, and later to forty, top 
ranking men and women, 
from among whom appoint­ 
ments are made.

The seven purposes and 
functions of the commission 
are % officially stated as fel­ 
lows: to study issues con­ 
fronting higher education in 
California and to acquaint the
profession 
with these

and the 
issues; to

public 
recom­

mend to the California Teach­ 
ers Association policy on ac­ 
tion and legislation relating 
to colleges and universities to 
foster improved conditions of 
work in colleges and univer­ 
sities.

EXPEND FUNDS
To lend support to the ef­ 

forts of the profession to im­ 
prove collegiate instruction; 
to stimulate long range plan­ 
ning for the effective expen­ 
diture of funds provided for 
educational purposes; to com­ 
plement existing leadership 
in the total program of high­ 
er education; and to promote 
close cooperation among ele­ 
mentary .secondary.and col­ 
legiate institutions.

The commission also car­ 
ries on research programs 
dealing with higher educa- 
tipn in California, makes rec­ 
ommendations to the gover­ 
nor for nominees to the state 
college board of trustees. 
visits educational institutions 
and associations, and distri­ 
butes educational materials, 
such as "Higher Education 
News Briefs." which reaches 
all full time faculty members 
and administrators in all seg­ 
ments of higher education in 
the state.
